Shortly after a big man,” as young 
Brethauer describes him, tall, wearing a 
derby hat, no beard, with a small dark mus- 
tache, came in. Young Brethauer 
says he remembers having seen the 
man in the place twice previously. 


He had some talk with the young man, went 


away, and returned in about ten minutes ac- 
companied by a younger, shorter man, 
smooth-faced, and speaking with an Irish ac- 
cent. They advaneéd to the angle formed by 
the two showcasés and presented a ring, 
asking if it were gold.

The rest of 
the story in His own words is as follows: 

“I suddenly saw the little man coming 
around the corner of the case, He had a gun 
in his hand pointed right at me, and a big 
piece of lead pipe wrapped in paper up over 
my head, I let out an awfui yell when he 
shoved the gun in my face and put his arm or 
wrist or something across my neck and told me 
to keep quiet or he would kill me. I began 
to plead with him, and he took me and jammed 


me into the vault and shut the inside and the 


outside doors, 1 began to kick on the door. 
when the big fellow opened the door and 
pointed a gun at me and told me to be 
quiet, and again shut the doors. Again 
I kicked on the door and when he opened it 
he said: ‘If you don’t keep quiet I'll kill you 
sure.’ I told him I was smothering, and this 
time he shut only the inside doors. Every 
time I kicked the doors he would open them 
and threaten to kill me. At last he shut the 
outside door and went away and I kept on 
shouting and kicking the doors.“ 

Brethauer Is Keleased from His Prison. 

About 2:30 o’clock G, S. Shepherd, who is 
in the jewelry business with Otto Young, it is 
said, came in to presenta bill.

Once in a while Il saw a movement of troops, 
but little attention was paid to it by the peo- 
ple. The Americans and Europeansare much 
better informed in regard to the war than the 
Japanese, as the government has control of 
the press, and only that which is authorized 
by the officials is allowed to be printed. 


HIRSCH ON JEWISH IMMIGRANTS. 


He Is Endeavoring to Colonize Them in 
Argentine Republic, 
Wasuixeton, D. C., Oct. 30.—Supt. Stump 
of the Immigration Bureau has received a let- 
ter from Baron Hirsch of the Jewish Coloni- 
zation Association, in which, in speaking of 
Jewish emigration to the United States, he 
says: Far from favoring this emigration, I 
have, as you may be aware, for the last few 
ears, endeavored to turn it to the Argentine 
epublic, where the Jewish Colonization As- 
sociation has already established manycolo. 
nies and it is still establishing others. The 
association does not only do nothing to favor 
Israelite emigration to the United States, but 
as far as Iam aware, there are no other so- 
cieties desirous of forcing or inducing them 
to go to your country or helping them, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to that end.”

Tis a siguiflcant fact that women just now are 
publicly active as never before in the righting of 
socia] wrongs. In England the women of the 
Social Purity League are busy bette the bad- 
ness of the modern Babylon. In New York Dr. 
Parkhurst has been forced to turn to the women 
and to find in them his bravest helpers in the war 
against Tammany.. And here, as a first, belated 
installment of justice, the women have been given 
the baliot forthe purpose of placing a repre- 


Y sentative of their sex on the Board of Trustees of 


the University. . 

We ask for further extension of the franchise. 
We need women in municipal affairs. Any prob- 
lem of municival government is the “Giant De- 
spair” of American political life. I need not re- 
mind you of the abnormal growth of our cities 
from almost nothing when the first census was 
taken, in 1800, to such proportions that today 
they contain more than a third of the wholé pop- 
ulation of the Union. I need not dweil upon the 
eharacter of the urban  population—its 
heterogensous nature and un-American 
proclivities. Nor need 1 speak of the 
resultant evils; 7,000 grog shops in Chi- 
cago, $60,000,000 the annual liquor bill of the 
city ; the houses of ill-repute ; the gambling hells, 
closed a few weeks ago in a spasm of public in- 
dignation, but now wide open again and doing 
business at the old stands. Women are the worst 
sufferers from these evils in their property, in 
their persons, and in their affections. 

Men 2 stan my to abate these nuisances. 
We turn in despair to the women of Chicago, If 
salvation does not come from them 1 know not 
whence it can come. 

To the proposition to introduce women into 
municipal politics various objections are made. 
It is said they would only aggravate the situation 
—that they would divide as the men have done— 
and that matters would be practically as they are. 


The answer is, that thousands of wives, mothers, . 


and sisters in Chicago who suffer now from the 
temptations to which their husbands, sons, and 
brothers have yielded may be relied on to give 
efficient aid in attacking and abating these tem 
tations which make the streets unsafe and set pit- 
falls for unwary feet. Add to these the 7 — 
thousands who would join in a reform move- 
ment from philanthropy and it is easy to per- 
ceive that a majority of women would stand on 
the side of law and order. 

Confessedly, women represent the moral side 
of human life. They have their foibles. They 
are not angels—except in poems, But they are 
more moral thai men are. Therefore, since it is 
morality that the city requires, what could be 
more sensible than to turn to them in a moral 
movement? 

Will Vote as a Duty. 


It is further objeeted that if women were given 
the ballot the dones wouldn't vote the 
bad ones would.

On the other 
hand the Republicans furnish proof that 
neither Rawline nor his party is entitled to 
any special gratitude for the step that has 
been taken toward admission and that the 
Republican leaders in Congress rescued the 
enabling act from burial when it had been 
igeon-holed by Democrats in the Senate 
t winter after the Territory had elected a 
Republican Legislature. The administration 
Democrats, those who by the grace of Cleve- 
land hold the Federal offices, are not support- 
ing Delegate Rawlins wiliingiy.

Tenement- House Burns with Fatal Results 
to Inmates. 

New York, Oct. 30.—Seven people were 
smothered to death by smoke in a tenement 
house fire at No. 216 West Thirty,second 
street this morning.

The houte is a five-story brick tenement, 
the ground floor bemg occupied by a 22 
and the upper stories be arranged wit 
front and rear apartments. were seven 
families in the house. 

The only means of exit for the people is by 
way of a stairway, narrow and dark, which 
runs directly up through the center fof the 
building. On either side of the tenement are 
houses tower a story above the house 
which was burned. The fire was discovered 
at 8 o’clock. The only hope for those 
within was in arovaing them by shouts. 
In the absence of the fireman, who had not 
yet arrived, the spectators . werless to 
assist thoee in the building, fu r than to 
remind them of the fire escapes. By these 
first one woman and then others of the 
tenants to the number of twenty reached the 
ground, descending in the midst of flame and 
smoke, before the ladder tricks arrived. The 
flames, which started in the cellar, 
did acarcely any damage to the 
ground or second floors ; but 
on the third story they spread over the entire 
rear portion. There lived the family of Na- 
than Friedman, his wife, Lena, and his three 
young children, There were also two board- 
ers, Annie Appleblatt, 22, and Lena Mitchell, 
24. All these except Mrs. Friedman lost 
their lives, and she was . hurt. Mrs. 
Killian, her son Jacob, and ber grandson 
George Levy were also victims of the flames. 
The building which was destroyed was worth 
but $2,000. 


WILL STAND CLOSER TO SATOLLI. 


Decision Believed to Have Been Reached 
at the Meeting of Archbishops. 

New York, Oct. 30.—(Special.]|—The mys- 
tery which surrounded the recent annual 
meeting of Catholic Archbishops at Philadel- 
phia and the subsequent gathering here is stil 
unbroken. But from events subsequent to 
the meeting the conclusion is drawn that an 
important step was taken toward the unifica- 
tion of the principal Catholic ecclesiastics in 
the United States in the termination of the 
antagonisms which have arisen over Mgr.

Only one 
trifling cause of irritation remains, and that 
results from an article written by Bishop 
Spalding in the North American Review, in 
which he attributed the A. F. A. movemeut to 
the presence of Mer. Satolliin this country. 
It is believed that the Bishop had made 
amends and explanations for the misappre- 
hension created by his article, and that this 
matter has been smoothed over in part at 
least,

That adminis- 
tration was not driven by the ne ws bar into 
taking part in the national, State, and, county 
election. It went into politics of its own ac- 
cord for reasons stated fully in Tun Trrevuns.

I have never lost the hope— and I have the hope 
and believe stronger than ever—that I should not 
only live to see, but that I would seo it before I 
was too old to enjoy it—to see trade in America 
as free as its men are free. 

He has been speaking to the Democracy of 


the rural districts, and telling them that the 


Wilson-Gorman bill was but a step in the di- 
rection of free trade, and that while that bill 


was a good one in many respects it would be 
much better if the 640 Senate amendments 
were done away with, not the coal and iron 
amendments alone, but all of them. When 
he talked thus he expressed the sentiments of 
Uleveland, of Wilson, and of all the Southern 
Democrats, 

Why is he singing a different song now? 
Why is he trying to deceive the people con- 
cerning the policy of the Democrats? What 
that party willdoin the event of success is 
very wellknown. It has already passed a 
tariff bill reducing the duties on competing 
goods, creating distress among the people and 
a deficit in the revenues of ten millions a 
month. If it succeeds at the present election 
the Democratic Congress, when it reassembles 
miauth after next, will proceed to carry out 
the mandate of the people by. repealing 
the 640 Gorman amendments to the Wilson 
bill. That will necessitate a change for the 
worse of the wage scale in nearly every in- 
dustry. All hopes of a return of industrial 
peace may be abandoned. The House has a. 
ready passed a bill to take the duty off sugar. 
If the Senate passes that bill there will be a 
still greater deficit in the revenues. 

The Democratsif in power will not stop 
there. The next Congress will reduce the 
protective duties still more. Money for the 
support of the government will be provided 
by halving the exemption of the income tax 
and doubling the rate. Men will be required 
to pay 4 per cept on everything over $2,000. 
It may be fofind necessary to put a smal 
duty on tea and coffee in order to provide for 
the government the revenue surrendered by 
lowering still more the duties on competing 
goods, There can be no question, in the light 
of past experiences, as tothe effect of that 
second reduction on the industries of the 
country. The inflow of cheap foreign goods 
will compel manufacturers either to close 
their factories or to cut wages. In either case 
there will be distress, discontent, strikes, and 
riots. 

The Democratic party will not stop there, 
It will proceed inthe discharge of what it 
calls its mandate to remove the duties al- 
together from competing goods and to impose 
them “only on articles like tea, coffee, and 
spices. But the government must have money. 
Therefore the income tax exemption will be 
halved again, and the rate doubled once more. 
Then a man will pay 8 per cent on all his in- 
come in excess of a thousand dollars. Not 
im probably the income tax will be graded so 
that those who have large incomes will pay 
more than 8 per cent. 

When these final changes have been made 
that Engiish system which the Democratic 
** tariff reformers Cadmire so much will be 
installed and there will be live, active, and 
disagreeable competition between the work- 
ingmen of this country and those of Europe. 
They wiil be engaged in trying to starve one 
another out.

DEMOCRATS KNIFING THE FARMERS. 

In an intefview a few days ago with Tur 
TRIBUNE correspondent at Toledo Gov, Mc- 
Kinley gave the following summury-of the re- 
sults gained by the reciprocity policy adopted 
through the effo¥ts of Mr. Blaine. He said: 


Our domestic exports to Germany and Austria- 
Hungary had increased in value up to December, 
1892, from 647.000.000 to $57,000,000, more 
than 21 ver cent. With American countries the 
value of our expprts had increased up to that 
date from $44,000,000 to 854. 000. 000, or up- 
wards of 23 per vent. The total increase in the 
value of exports to all countries with which re- 
ciprocal arrangements had been mado had been 
$20,772,661, which sum is chiefly from wheat, 
flour, meat, and dairy products, from lumber and 
the manufacture of iron and steel. Our imports 
with these countries have increased also in the 
same period, consisting of articles which we do 
not produce, like sugar, coffee, India rubber, and 
crude drugs. 
1801 we exported to Cuba 14,000 barrels of 
flour. During the first half of the year 1892. un- 
der the reciprocity clause, we exported to the 
same country 337,000 barrels. For the year end- 
ing Aug. 31. 1891, our total exports to Cuba were 
$11,900,000. For the corresponding petiod end- 


ing Aug. 31, 1892, our exports were $19,700,000, 


under a law not as yet two years in operation. 
Of this great increase nearly $4,000,000 was in 
flour, about $2,000,000 in bacon, pork, and other 
provisions, and a large proportion of the remain- 
ing exports were also agricultural products. 
Gov. McKinley stated that under the reci 


procity clause our trade with Brazil increased 
from seven tosixteen million dollars annuully. 
He might have added that there is very 
reason to believe the increase would have 
been very much greater but for the existence 
of a rebellion in Brazil. Otherwise the aggré- 
gate gain of nearly 21 miilions with all eoun- 
tries probably would have exceeded 25 mill. 
ions in exports, and these mostly of agricul- 
tural products, Even this large total is far 
from measuring the extent of the damage done 
to American farmers by the malicious blow 
leveled at their interests by the Democracy.

McKinley was at 
his best. He had been making forty or fifty 
speeches during the day, beginning in Rich- 
land County and covering five Congressional 
districts, but he turned up at the armory as 
fresh as a daisy and gave the wildly enthusi- 
astic crowd one of the best speeches he has 
made during this campuign. His greeting, 
like that of Mr. Reed’s, was vigorous, sponta- 
neous, and overwhelming. He spoke largely 
in defense of the doctrine of protection as a 
Republican policy in comparison with the 
Democratic policy of free trade—the one sub- 
ject which the great crowd was most anxious 
to hear discussed. His arguinents wereclear, 
forcible, and compact. His illustrations were 
pat and pertinent and so practicalin their 
nature that they went home to every heart. 
To this calm, cool, direct way of stating his 
case Gov. McKinley added a sly humor and 
frequent touches of sarcasm which empha- 
sized the applications. Though discussing a 
complicated and abstract subject the orator 
succeeded in investing the subject with quali- 
ties which appealed with irresistible force to 
his hearers and kept them busy with outbreaks 
of applause. The speech also had the merit 
of brevity and incisiveness, so that he held 
his audience from the first word to the last. 
Taken all in all it was one of the best of the 
many hundred speéches which Gov. McKin- 
ley has made since thd campaign opened. It 
is a warning to other gentlemen who are fly- 
ing Presidential booms to keep their eyes 
upon this Ohio flyer, who has been covering 
the whole country from Minneapolis to New 
Orleans in most extraordinary fashion,

“DRAINAGE” OF THE TAXPAYERS. 

A local paper deszribes the scheme on foot 
for constructing a canal along the Midway 
Plaisanee and connecting it with the Drain- 
age Canal, It says that after the Park Com- 
missioners have built the play canal” along 
the plaisance it will only be necessary to re- 
move a few feet of earth to connect it with 
the inland lakes of Washington Park; then 
some more dashes of a steam shovel will take 
the water straight through Garfield boule. 
vard to Western avenue. At a point about 
three miles from the Drainage Canal and 
with very little additional work and small 
cost, the way could be opened, thus giving a 
clear water course by this new route from the 
canal to the lake at Jackson Park.“ The rea. 
son for this is stated to be that by deepening 
‘the canal as now prujected along the Midway 
it could readily be made of the required ca- 
pacity to furnish the needful 300,000 cubic 
feet per minute for the Drainage Canal, and 
at the same time a beautiful course of lake 
water would be opened, reaching half way 
around the city and passing through its most 
charmmg parks. Two Of the Drainage 
Trustees are quoted as favoring this, and one 
became quite enthusiastic in speaking of the 
project, which is said to have been suggested 
by the South Park Commissioners.

age Channel when the South Branch of the 
river has been widened and deepened, some 
piers set back a little, and unneccessarily pro- 
jecting points carved off.

The figures of the aan 3 in Chi- 
cago are 313,676; in New York, 309,931; 
ex of Chicago over New York, 3,745. 

This if the hand writing on the wal! which has 
caused a panic of excitementin Gotham and 
additional foreboding that Chicago has caught 
up with it in population, and in the future 
will steadily forge ahead unles the Greater 
New York 2omes to the rescue. The registra- 
tion indicates that such is thecase. Applying 
the ratio of registration to population the 
population of Chicago today should exceed 
that of New York by between 20,000 and 
25,000. It is sufficiently gratifying to know, 
however, that Chicago haa overhauled it in 
the race. The percentage of increase inev- 
itably shows that unless New York aauezes 
its suburbs Chicago will soon leave it m the 
distance. In ascertaining this increase the 
school census taken in the interests of Hop- 
kinsism is of no account. The registration of 
1894 shows it is absurd, Nor, on the other 
hand, is the Tammany census of 1891 to be 
taken into account. That, too, was bogus, 
like nearly everything else that is Demo- 
cratic either in its origin or in its operation. 
The national census is the only safe standard 
of comparison. In the returns of the last dec- 
ade New York had 1,206,299 population in 
1880 and 1,613,301 in 1890. Brooklyn 
had 566,663 in 1880 and 804,377 in 1890. 
Chicago had 503,185 in 1880and 1,009,133 
in 1890. The percentage of increase during 
the decade in New York was 25.4; in Brook- 
lyn, 42; in Chicago, 118.5. The percentage 
in New York and Brooklyn steadily declines; 
that of Chicago. even leaving out annexation, 
steadily increases. That tells the story. 

Practically, at present Chicago and New 
York bave the same population. New York 
has ceased to grow while Chicago grows 
steadily. Even should New York annex the 
immense area it proposes it would only put 
off its doom a little while. The reasons why 
New York has ceasedto grow are apparent 
enough. Except in the direction of a part of 
Westchester County the city is completely 
hemmed in. Its area is so circumscribed that 
it cannot expand further in population. A 
quart pot will only hold a quart, Again, the 
infamously corrupt and plundering govern- 
ment of Tammany, stealmg both through 
public taxation and private blackmail, bas 
had the effect to drive people out of the city 
in order to save themselves from the clutches 
of these partisan highwaymen. An official 
statement by an ex-Controller of New York 
shows that Tammany administration in that 
city has increased the expenditures out of the 
proceeds of bonds sold trom $3,896,000 in 
1883 to $10,236,000 in 1894. Such is the 
local recotd of the Croker-Gilroy gang of 
plunderers. Croker’s Tammany in the annu- 
al expenditures from taxes and the general 
fund alone exceed Tweed’s Tammany by 
nearly $8,000,000. 

If New York does not annex its outlying 
provinces the next census will show Chicago 
far in the lead. If it does annex—and Chicago 
wants it to do so in order that it (Chicago) 
may have a good honest race — the census of 
1900 will show a population of about 3,000, 
000 in consdlidated New York, and say 
2,000,000 in Chicago: Then Chicago will 
let itself out and hustle and in 1910 it will be 
neck and neck with New York, and once in 
the lead it will keep it. 

The reasons for the larger growth of Chi- 
cago as compared with New York are appar- 
ent enough. New York is off to one side of 
the country. Its interests are purely com- 
mercial, and commerce does not breed popu- 
lation. A warehouse filled with goods, how- 
ever valuable they may be, does not hold as 
many people as a big manufactory. Chicago 
is in the center of a population of 30,000, 
000 people who can be reached in a night's 
journey. Chicago is commercial also, but, 
far more than this, itis also manufacturing, 
and it is in the heart of a great agricultural 
district. Owing to its enormous supplies of 
cheap coal from its own State, of vil from 
Ohio, of gas from Indiana, and of ore by its 
unsurpassed water transportation as well as 
rail, it willleave New York far behind in 
manufacturing business, and it is the manu- 
facturing business that swells the census so 
fast. It is connected by railroad with every 
place and it is easily accessible to everybody 
from everywhere. It has the boundless 
prairies for expansion, and it is already build- 
mg up in its Calumet district another Brook- 
lyn. It has not so much money as New York, 
but it is accumulating a plentiful supply and 
has enough to aid tne whole West in moving 
its crops. 

Viewing the situation from all sides it is no 
wonder that the people of New York are 
shivering with apprehension when they look 
at this young hustling city and find they do 
not have to turn their heads backward to see 
it. The only hope for them is to annex as 
much of the State of New York as they can, 
If they do not Chicago will soon be out of 
sight, and the next competitor to overhaul 
them will be Philadelphia, with possibilities 
of crowding even by St. Louis. For the sake 
of having a good fair and square race Chi. 
cago would rather have New York annex all 
it can get and then lot the devil take the hind.

EX-PRIME MINISTER SALISBURY 


HOTLY ORITIOISES ROSEBEBY. 


He Telis a Large Audience of Conserva- 
tives the Premier Isn’t Sincere=The 
Upper Chamber, He Declares, Is an 
Absolute Necessity- Liberal Newspa- 
pers Admit the Seriousness of the Party 
Oris Hewitt Predicts the Defeat of 
, Tammany. 

Epivsuna, Oct, 30.—At a conference with 
Seottish Conservative Associations held 
here today a, very large number of persons 
was present. It was expected Arthur J. 
Balfour, Conservative leader in the House of 
Commons, would be present, but he could 
not attend dn account of illness. Ex-Prime 
Minister Salisbury made a speech, in which 
he seathingly criticised * Rosebery’s recent 
speech at Bradford. He described 
the agitation <against the House 
of Lords as a herring drawn 
across the path of home rile. 
did not believe Rosebery was in earnest in 
his proposed vague resolutions regarding the 
House of Lords. It would be harmless, and 
if submitted to the country it would be in no 
wise like the foreign referendum to which 
Rosebery had likened it. He himself would 


not speak against a referendum. In fact, he 


thought it decidedly advantageous in the 
form in which it existed in America for good 
government and stability of the country, 
Doubtless Archbishop Walsh’s well-drilled 
buctallons would pass Rosebery’s resolution 
against the voice of the country. The speak- 
er continued: 

Do you imagine the resolution would possess 
any moral authority whatever or that any sane 
human being could imagine that England and 
Scotland would abase themselves so far as to put 
their necks under the heel of South and West 
Ireland? It is a ludicrous proposal. They may 
pass all the resolutions they like, but a bill em- 
bodying such proposals never will be accepted 
by the House of Lords and therefore never will 
be i by the courts of law. No such 
change in the Constitution is possible without a 
considerabie majority of the people being in its 
favor. 

Salisbury urged that on several occasions 
in his experience the House of Lords had sup- 
ported Liberal measures against Conservative 
opposition. Ifthe House of Lords had be- 
come virtually a conservative body, it was 
because Mr. Gladstone’s advised Irish policy 
had driven them into that direction. If the 
Irish question was once moved out of the way, 
the House of Lords would gradually, though 
perhaps slowly, settle back into the old posi- 
tion in which the parties were placed origin- 
ally. It was well for the safety of institutions 
which once overthrown could never be re- 
placed that the balance of the parties in the 
House of Lords should join conservativism. 

Without saying unything about the main- 
tenance of the House of Lords in its present 
form the speaker appealed to ail who believed 
in the religious institutions of the country, in 
freedom, in the security of contract, and the 
sanctity of propriety to combine to support 
the second Chamber, which he declared was 
necessary to control the decisions of the elect- 
ive Chambers. He continued: 

All of Lord Rosebery’s talk about my power in 
the House of Lords is nonsense. The attempt to 
make capital against the House of Lords by using 
my name as imagining that any member of that 
House has any motive whatever in paying more 


deference to my opinion than might be due to the 


arguments 1 is an audacious. inpudent 
fabrication worthy of him who uttered it. 

He added: 

If the position of handing the government of 
the country over entirely to a single chamber 
should céme before the country, which I do not 
believe it will do. we would have toconfront the 
greatest danger that the community has had to 
face in many centuries. Remember that the de- 
nomination of a single chamber has not been 
adopted by any considerable codutry on 
the face of the earth. If any one thinks that the 
government of Greece has been a success under 
the single Assembly let him buy Greek stocks. 
Can it be supposed possible to govern India by 
an independent House of Commons, where the 
ideas of faddists might become law without a 
chance of an appeal toa hicher authority. One 
other point: but for the House of Lords you 
would now have eigl.ty votes in the House of 
Commons salable to the highest bidding party, 
making you and your interests slaves of Arch- 
bishop Walsh and his friends.

It Wasn't the Easiest Thing in the World 
te Held the Party Together.

Kossuth Will Employ Peaceful Method. 

Dispatches from Bucharest today give a 
picturesque account of the recevtion there of 
Franz Kossuth, the eldest son of the late 
Hungarian patriot. Last winter Mr. Kossuth 
expressed the intention of renouncing his 
Italian citizenship and going home to his 
father’s country to take an active interest in 
‘political affairs there. A large company of 
Hungarian Independents met him at the sta- 
tion and he made an elaborate speech. He 
said it was his right and his duty to 
serve his country, and any attempt to 
prevent him from doing so would be as unjust 
as it would be fruitless. Though he never 
would surrender his father’s principles he 
must choose another way towards their reali- 
gation.

He frankly confessed his 
hope that the monarch who already had 
broken with the traditions of his house would 
recognize ultimately that the spirit of the times 
demands the independence of Hungary and 
that the progress of that country was a genu-

He threw 
the entire weight of his talents in the balance in 
attempting the settlement of Jesuit 
claim, in which he succeeded by skillfully 
passing its final decision over the red cap 
of the Canadian Cardinal to the Vatican, making 
his Holiness sole arbitrator, to the 
astonishment and veiled discontent of 
half the Catholic hierarchy and the open 
denunciation of the Protestant minority at 
the interference of Rome on this continent. 
By this transaction the Jesuits received the 
money declared forfeited at the death of the last 
member of that order in 1808, and a gift of $60,- 
000 was accepted after much protestation by the 
Protestants of the country. Mercier was the 
acknowledged favorite son of Rome, and while the 
halo of success still surrounded his head visited 
the Eternal City and received as a reward for his 
services to the church the Grand Cross of the 
Order of St. Gregory the Grand.” 

Returning to Paris a newly fledged Papal 
Count Mercier endeavored to float a loan of 
$4,000,000 to pay off the debt the public im- 
provements made during his Premiership had in- 
curred in the Province of Quebec. 

His meteoric career in Paris came to an end in 
1891. Ugly rumors of boodling and the Baie des 
Chaleurs railway scandal became double-e 
tools for the Conservatives to handle at an op- 
portune moment for them, as they had the 
manipulation of a series of just such matters 
under process of declaration at Ottawa. Count 
Mercier succeeded in procuring ut 
7,000,000 frances of his loan, and still installed 
on his pedestal in the hearts of French Canada 
returned to Montreal.

DEATH OF REPRESENTATIVE KELLY. 


Democratic Member ofthe Legislature from 
N Clark County Passes Away. 


MaRTINSVILLX. III., Oct. 30.—[Special, ]— 
Lawrence Kelly, Democratic Representative, 
who has served in the last two sessions of the 
General Assembly, died at his home south of 
this city this morning. He had been af. 
flicted with Bright’s disease for some time 
and lately suffered an attack of paralysis, 
which proved fatal. 

[Lawrence Kelly was born in County West- 
meath, Ireland. in 1887. and on the death of his 
father his mother started with him to America, 
but she died on the ocean. He landed at New 
Orleans alone and friendiess, but finally settled 
in Clark County, III., in 1850, where he has lived 
since.

Valley Road to Be Reorganized. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 830.—The valley railway, 
running between this city and Canton, O., is to 
be reorganized in favor of the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie railway.

OPENING OF THE ART INSTITUTE 


Chicago a More Liberal Art Patron than 
Any Other City. 

The Art Institute was open to the public 
yesterday for the first time since the 
placmg of the Henry Field memorial 
collection. It was the seventh annual 
exhibition of American pictures. The 
attendance was 300, one-haif paid. Today 
will be the first free exhibition. The attend- 
ance at the Art Institute is larger than at any 
other art gallery in the country, excepting the 
onein New York. The total attendance of 
the Metropolitan Museum in New York last 
year was 659.267; at the Chicago Art In- 
stitute, 468,000; of the Boston Art Mu- 
sum, 230,000; of the Pennsylvania Academy 
of Fine Arts, at Philadel 281.000; 
and of the Cincinnati Art Museum, 32,000. 
At the Chicago Art Institute the attendance 
for the last five months was, for June, 1,005 
paid and 26,673 free; for July, 1.039 paid 
and 46,701 free; for August, 1,477 raid and 
26,501 free; for September, 1,349 paid and 
32,934 free; and for October, 1,455 paid and 
41,160 free. The largest attendance on single 
days were Oct. 10, 6.373; July 7. 8, n 
and July 8. 10,574. Prot. French says the com- 
ments of visiting artists are flattering.

Aldis, representing the company which is 
building the Marquette on Adams and Dear- 
born streets, have already signified their ac- 
ceptance of the plane.

SEPARATE ROADWAY FOR OYOLISTS. 


Effort on Foot to Introduce a Novelty, as a 
Part of Douglas Boulevard. 

If Commissioner Vopica carries his point 
wheelmen will have a roadway of their own 
along a part of Douglas boulevard, as pro- 
vided in the followmg resolution referred to 
its Improvement committee by the West 
Park Board yesterday:

With reference to the opinion handed down 
Monday in the Supreme Court by Judge 
Bailey in the case of The West Park Commis- 
sioners vs. The City of Chicago one of the 
Commissioners said yesterday: 

That decision means a great deal to the people 
of the West Side. By its terms the West Park 
Board, and thereby the taxpayers are released 
from the payment of at least $200,000 in special 
assessments levied by the city already accumu- 
lated, to say nothing of the vast sums which 
would have been assessed against the board 
hereafter for the improvement of the many un- 
improved streets about the parks. After paying 
e special assessments levied by the city for 
some time it became apparent that if the prac- 
tice continued tae income of the board would 

consumed in paying these assessments and 
nothing would remain with which to improve 
and maintain the parks and boulevards, for 
which purposes ti e money received by the board 
is collected.

Capt. Purdy, who has charge of the slum 
work on the West Side, said that while poverty 
was as great on the West Side and in the 
tenement districts. as on the South Side it was 
mainly the poverty of honest pie, unable 
to obtain employment. Sig. 
the work of the Salvation Army in Chicago 
and the great influence of the army’s Rescue 
Home. Mrs. Sorabigi Chevalier of India 
gave an interesting account of the work of 
the army among the poor of Bombay. The 
auxillary is devoting its efforts under the 
leadership of Mrs, Borden to secure enough 
funds to establish a rescue home in Chicago.

A member of the Cicero Board of Trustees 
said yesterday: The feeling of the people of | 
Cicero is for a five-cent fare into the heart of 
Chicago. Any franchise granted to any of 
these seekers will have to provide for that to 
satisfy our people. The whole scheme is to 
get connection with the Metropolitan ‘L’ at 
Förty-eighth street to secure the business of 
the Harlem race track. A year o the Met. 
ropdlitan wanted to come into Cicero asa 
surface road. We wanted the tracks elevated 
and the project was dropped. I believe the 
Metropolitan could be induced now to come 
in on the surface, but it is indifferent, appar- 
ently, as the other roads will act as feeders 
for it and it could only get in on a one-fare 
basis. The Lake street L was compelled 
to accept a five-cent ordinance and.it would 
be a strange thing, to say the least, if the 
trustees should give another 22 a five. 
cent fare in Cicero and compel people to 
pay another fare into Chicago. If the 
of Trustees ever gives one of these co 
such a franchise the people of Cicéro. can 
make up their minds to pay 10-cent fares the 
rest of their lives. 

C. F. Walker and A. J. Cheney, both 
trustees, said they knew nothing about any of 
the companies except what they had read in 
the newspapers. They said no doubt the 
people of Cicero would likea five-cent fare 
to Chicago, but it was conceded that such a 
thing was impossible. Asto the ordinances 
it was not likely that anything wouid be done 
for some time except to refer them to the 
Committee of the Whole. 


WHITMAN ELUDES THE PINKERTONS

Alleged Ringlesder of a Gang of Forgers 
Said to Be in Europe. 

Ex-Senator Alonzo J. Whitman ef Duluth, 
Minn., who is badly wanted in Chicago and 
other cities and who is/charged with being the 
ringleader of an ert gang of forgers that 
has worked wi considerable success in a 
number of lyfge cities, is said to have eluded 
the Pinkerton detectives wno have been 
watching him for weeks and escaped to Eu- 
rope by the steamer Ems about ten days ago. 
The gang of torgers to which Whitman is 
said to have belonged was composed of. four. 
members, of which two are now in custody 
in Chicago, and both are said to have con- 
fessed * guilt and to have implicated 
Whitman; Their names are Harry Con way, 
alias Charles B. Allen, and H. C. Green, alias 
H. C. Graham. Conway’s case was before the 
grand jury yesterday, but it was postponed at 
the request of the prosecution. The gang 
succeeded in beating the National Bank of the 
Republic out of 8400.
